PROVIDENCE, R. I., June 13.-The 


extensive plant of the American and 
British Manufacturing Co. In this city 
was destroyed 4y a tire eariy 
today 


which totalling the damage to the, 
plant, stock and machinery, caused a 
•loss estimated at over 1150,000. The flre 
throw out of employment more than 
'M.persons. There,was a large amount 
of finished stock stored in certain parts 
of the plant, consisting of various types 
of engines and heavy machinery but 
until; the ruins had cooled sufficiently 
to permit of an examination it was not 
known how much of this stock was 
destroyed. 


The entire fire department of the city 


fought the fire along 
Charles 
and 


Crown streets which bounded the struc- 
ture, and when at its best the flames 
stretched for more than half a mile. 


The plant was located in the center of 
a thickly settled manufacturing dis- 
trict and the firemen were forced to 
use their best efforts to keep the flames 
from communicating to other buildings. 


Hoadley Bros, of New York, owners 


of the plant, notified Supt. George B. 
McCready that a representative of the 
firm would arrive in the city today to 
make an examination. The flre started 
in the engine room of the plant and 
was caused, according to the watch- 
man,! by the explosion ot a tank of oil 
in which a spark had dropped. 


Yesterday a fly wheel had caused 


slight tire by loosening slightly and ig- 
niting a wooden casing and it is be- 
lieved that it was from this flre that 
the spark originated. 


The plant was formerly occupied by 


the Corn's Engine Co.. one of the big- 
gest concerns of its kind in the coun- 
try.', which was succeeded by the Amer- 
ican and British Mfg. Co.

The 
prisoners 
were 


charged with violating the new antl- 
lambllne law and each man was held 
in '55000 bail for a hearing today. 


Orlando Jones, ono of the 
leading 


members of the Metropolitan associa- 
tion—the big bookmakers' 
club—was 


the most prominent of tha bookmak- 
c-rs arrested. A rumor to 
the 
effect 


that Jonea would/invite arrest In or- 
der to test the constitutionality of the 
new law, circulated early, and 
when 


he was led from the "betting ring and 
taken to ihe Coney Island police-sta- 
tion, no denial of a pre-arranged

Another plain clothes man, 
who was unknown~.to Carr, "rushed into 
the thick of the fray and caueht hold 
of Weldon's arm, desiring to aid his 
brother-officer. 
Carr, not realizing the 


Intent, cracked 
the other policeman 


over the head with his billy, 
felling 


him. Carr was punched several times, 
but reinforcements had 
arrived 
and 


Carr and his prisoner arrived at the 
detention pen near the gate. 


Allan Plnkerton, tho head of the de- 


tective force at the track, rushed hith- 
er and thither as the crowds swarmed 
around the policemen and their victim, 
shouting "Go back boys, go back. Help 
the sport along by having no disturb- 
ance. Be orderly boys, and everything 
will come right." 


In the betting ring the 'bookmakers 


hesitated to begin business but

of far-reaching Importance, involving 
ho question ns to whether or not the 
omblnation of metals in the produo- 
lon of alloys lies within the scope of 
patent laws, has Just been entered In 
tho United States district court 
for 


Now Jersey after five years o£ litiga- 
tion. The validity of a patent of pro- 
cess of making an alloy capable 
of 


holding up within ItselE a given quan- 
tity of lead previously Impossible with- 
out the use of nickel, was the subject 
of contention. This alloy Is used prin- 
cipally for journal bearings and «n- 
glno castings: The owners of tha pat- 
ent began suit In 1903, alleging an In- 
fringement of the patent right. 
Th« 


contention of the plaint!ft was upheld 
by the United States district court ot 
Naw Jersey, but this decision later wa» 
reversed on appeal by the. Brady Brass 
Co. and the claim of the plaintiff de- 
clared to be Invalid by 
the 
United 


States circuit court of appeals on th« 
ground that "its claims for novelty of 
Invention were all known and well un- 
derstood by the trade long before thai 
application for patent."

Greasy eggplant is an abomination 


that should not be allowed on any ta- 
ble; but, well cooked, It is very delicate 
and easily digested. 


In the first place, you never peel an 


eggplant. You wipe it off with a damp 
cloth and then cut it into slices •with 
a sharp knife. The outer ring of tkln 
prevents the grease from soaking it. 


Never wet the slices. Cover them 


with sa'.t and make a pyramid of thorn 
on a plate. Then placa a flatlron on 
top of the pile and 1st It stand for 
about twenty minutes. This presses 


: out the dark Juice. 


Tour eggplant Is now ready for fry- 


Ing. Wipe each piece and roll it first In 
egg and then in cracker crumbs. You 


must have the lard so hot that it will 
immediately brown a crust of bread. It 
browns tho outer surface'of the egg- 
plant while the Interior is perfectly free 
from grease, and It should be as white 
as snow. If it turns dark it is a sign, 
that your lard is not hot enough.
